Regarding claims 1-9. the prior art of record fails to show or fairly suggest a 
method of determining noise in a CATV channel as variously claimed, particularly, the 
television channel comprising a carrier signal modulated by an information signal, and 
the digital signal segment comprising a noise signal component and an information 
signal component, wherein the information signal component has an substantially 
predetermined signal pattern, processing digital signal component to produce a 
baseband signal, and obtaining an estimate of the information signal and subtracting the 
estimate from the baseband signal, thereby producing a noise signal estimate.
